Trouble In Chihuahua Doesn't 


Down So Easily. 


City of Mexico, Dec. 6.—To reinforce 
the troops in Chihuahua two more 
regiments of Infantry 
and 
cavalry 
have been sent. Despite rumors to the 
contrary, the government insists that 
the trouble in the north is not import­ 
ant and that it will shortly be entirely 
subdued. 
Travelers from the north, 
however, who have arrived here lately, 
hold a contrary opinion.

that the sentiment of the Mexicans in 
that section of the republic is strongly 
in favor of M adero. 
It is reported on good authority th a t 
Madero has made arrangements to es­ 
cape if the success of the rebellion 
becom es im possible.
